SOB-STUFF 

• Attorney General Daugherty is iiot so «asily rtampeded as somo 
men who have occupied his important gpsition. Recently a group ot 
women organized a parade o f children to petition the President to 
grant a "general amnesty" to all so-criled "political prisoners - 
men who had been convicted of impeding the prosecution of the war. 
One of the children carried a banner which had been prepared for 
her bearing the legend "My dady never saw me." All thos war in- 
tended to win sympathy and,distract attention from the plam fact 
that the prisoners have been found guilty, by the unanimous verdict 
of juries, of violating the law. 

Prerident Harding very properly referred the petitioners to the 
Department of Justice, where they wer told that each application 
for a pardon will be acted upon separately and on its own ments 
solely, and that there will be no general pardon granted. That is 
good sound sense, matever may be the merits of one caw, it should 
have no effecf, favorable or unfavorable, upon an yother case. 
Whether a daddy has ever seen his daughter has nothing whatever 
to do witti this matter. If he has not seen his daughter through fault 
of his, that is not a reason for granting him clemency. If the United 
States had not gone into the war, and having gone in, had not helped 
wing the war, aii invading army of Huns might have made this man 
sorry he had a daughter at alL The time for a man to think about 
his children is when he contemplates the coipmission of a crime, and 
the thought should act as a deterrent. If he will not think of them 
then, he ought not take refuge behind them when he is called to ac- 
coimt for his defiance of the government which affords prote<»tion 
not only for him but for his family and friends. 

Preiddent Harding and Attorney General Daugherty merit the 
highest praise for refusing to be misled into wholesah; clemeney for 
one of the most dangerous classes of ftvnm^ Quite likely there 
are instances where a commntatidn iit MnwlM^>^^ 1^ propflTi hut 
the facts of the indi- idiial case and aot.ma^dliB aeatiment should 
determine the action to he taken.

This Is 
a decrease of 33 per cent, in tho num- 
ber applying for work, during the first 
four months of the year.
